A BRIEI OUTLINE Ol HOPKINS SCHOOL OF MUSIC 



Three groups of students take part 
in tonight's Concert, the Beginner Sym¬ 
phony, the Junior Brass Band, and the 
Advanced Symphony Orchestra. 

The Beginner Symphony of 45 pieces 
is composed mainly of Mr. Hopkins' Cal¬ 
gary students, starting their second and 
third year of instruction, and this Or¬ 
chestra is fairly complete in construction 
with most of the various instruments 
which go to make up a proper Symphony 
| being represented. This is their first 
public performance. The main purpose 
of this Concert is to give the BEGINNER 
STUDENTS a chance to perform in pub¬ 
lic, as this gives an impetus to their music 
lessons, and is about the finest method 
known of increasing their interest in 
music, as well as broadening their knowl¬ 
edge thereof. 

J. w. hopkins The second part of the program is per¬ 

formed by the Junior Brass Band, which is composed of both beginner 
and advanced students. During the past ten years, when Mr. Hopkins 
had studios at a number of Central Alberta towns, including Lacombe, 
Red Deer, Innisfail, Bowden and Olds, he carried on a very great musical 
activity with his students, and organized a number of Brass Bands, at 
Bentley, Sylvan Lake, Red Deer, who played for a great number of 
functions during these years, and were later mostly absorbed into the 
Military Bands during the war years. The latest Student Brass Band 
organized was at Olds in 1944, and this is still together, and amongst 
other activities they played last year for the Kiwanis Club's Big Com¬ 
munity Celebration on May 24th at the Calgary Exhibition Grounds. 
Part of this Band will assist the Calgary Beginner Band tonight. 

But it is with the third group—the Advanced Symphony—that Mr. 
Hopkins carried on his greatest activity. Each year during the past ten 
years (with numerous changes of personnel) they have presented a series 
of Symphony Concerts at the various Central Alberta towns. In 1945 
they entered the Alberta Provincial Musical Festival, where they placed 
"First" for Full Orchestra,, winning the R. B. Bennett Trophy, and high 
praise from the Adjudicator for both the Orchestra and Mr. Hopkins 
personally as a good Conductor and Teacher. The Orchestra entered the 
Provincial Festival again in 1946 and again in 1947, winning "First 
Place" both years, which gave them the R. B. Bennett Trophy three years 
in succession, and the right to retain same permanently. 

Mr. Hopkins opened his Calgary Studio on the North Hill in the 
Fall of 1'945, and has gradually dropped the other towns (only Olds re¬ 
maining) as the strain of constant travelling in connection with all his 
musical activities proved too great. He is a Czech by birth, a graduate 
of the Prague Conservatory of Music, and has had much musical experi¬ 
ence both in Europe and in Calgary prior to the organizing of the above 
classes. He plays both violin and trumpet professionally, as well as 
many of the other instruments; and all performers tonight, on all the 
various instruments, are his personal students.
